‘Supplies 
shipped at San Fricisco, ‘by sailing vessels, have 
taken from. five to six weeks to reach their desti- 
nation, at an average freight of nine dollars a ton, 
which, with wharfage,. storage, and commission 
charges incurred at Nictoria, would amount to 
eleven dollars 4 ton from San Francisco to New 
Westminster, while goods shipped by ‘steaniers 
would have to pay fifteen dollars a-ton, and would 
be, on an average, dhout twelve days in transilu. ° 


To this has to be added the payment of customs | fed. 


duties upon the valde of the goods at Victoria, in- 
stead of upon the |purchase ‘invoice. Under the 
present arrangement, goods shipped at San 
Francisco. by our litle of direct steamers reach 
this: place on tlie fourth day after shipment, at 
a total cost of threé dollars a ton! Surely: it 
needs no argument to show the immenise advan- 
tages of this new State of ‘things, and that it is 
destined to révolafionize the cominerce of the 
country. The mefchant at New. Westminster 
will be enabled {% fealize upon his goods while 
those coming thrdigh Victoria houses are on the 
way ;'and the savjng in time, freight, wharfage, 
commission, and extra duties will, in’ Itself, con- 
atitate a fair profity . We are told that Victoria 
“merchants won't gemove to ‘New Westminster 
What of that? Shrely they are not silly enough: 
to imagine tliat odr commerce is goihg to ebb 
and flow at their bidding ! With the advanta- 
ges this place now! possesses for coutrplling the 
trade of British CQlombia, the chapmetiof Wharf 
street micht as well hope to turn the waters of 
the Fraser, and make them flow back to the base 
of the Rocky Mauntains, as compete for our 
trade ly remaining where_they.are. It may be 
said—it has heen faid—we have no commercial 
firms in 8 positing to grasp the trade ; 
that. we~ have. incither | the. men ‘nor the 
capital to do it! This ista great. mistake. 
The unquestionable advantages now Offered by 
this place cannot fail to attract both. men and 
means. But, ever if such were not the case,_ if 
San Francisco and English merchants | were 80 
obtuse as not to she their opportunity, } and fol- 
low the leadings of commerce, there is, one firm 
alone in this Colotiy which would far more. than 
compete with the whole of Wharf Street. This 
may appear at coil eight to be an extravagant 
assertion ; but it will bear scrutiny. ‘With o 
line of steamers making bi-monthly dr weekly 
trips between hers and San Francisco, with 
freight carried at $3 a ton, and. passengers at $5 
and $10 a head, egmpetition by persons ‘estab- 
lished at Victoria is simply out of the question, 
no matter how mgch capital they may have. It 
would be a hopeless attempt.to stem the tide, to 
swim against the jcurrent, to kick against the 
pricks—a thing of which the most wealthy and 
persevering would soon get tired.
